Gate and Russian and Soviet-con- 
trolled German police fired into 
demonstrators, killing at least one, 
a Russians raised the hammer 
and sickle flag over the gate today. 

The Russians sent a formal note 
to the four-power Berlin Air Safe 
ety Center demanding from the 
United States detailed prior notice 
on every flight made to Berlin. 
They asserted the data is needed 
“In the interests of safety.” 

An American Air Force official 
said present safety rules are ade- 
quate and the real intent of the 
Russians was “obviously another 
one of their efforts to get control 
of our flights into Berlin.” The 
Americans have been flying up- 
wards of 400 planes a day into the 
city with food, coal and other sup- 
plies, since Russia bidcked the 
land approaches 79 days ago, 

Area Now Quiet. 

The area around the Branden- 
burg Gate, which divides the Brit- 
ish and Soviet occupation sectors 
of the city, WAS quiet this morn- 
ing and only normal police staffs 
were present. 

However, yestérday's street 
fighting in. that area sharpened 
fears that settlement of the Ger- 
man crisis may become impossi- 
ble. Allied sources voiced con« 
cern that mounting incidents be+ 
tween Communist and anti-Com- 
munist Germans might pile up to 
a point where the four-power ne- 
gotiations now being held on the 
Berlin stalemate might break 
down completely. 

The street fighting hetween 
Berlin civilians and Russian 
troops, supported by Soviet zone 
German police. cost the life of 
one German youth and injuries to 
at least 22 other Germans, police 
reports said. 

The clashes occurred after 200.- 
000 Germans nad demonstrated in 

square near the Brandenburg 
Gate against the Communist drive 
for power over the city. 

Russian Jeep Stoned. 

Crowds hurled rocks at three 
Russian soldiers in a jeep and at 
Russian-controlled police. 

Russian military police and 
their German colleagues fired into 
the throngs of anti-Communist 
demonstrators. 

British sector police headquar- 
ters said Fritz Schuermann, 16 
years old, died from gunfire 
wounds in the stomach while en 
route to a hospital. They said six . 
other injured civilians, including 
three with bullet wounds, are in 
British sector tals. 

The deputy police chief of the 
Soviet sector said five of his men 
were injured, one seriously. 

The rioting occurred on both 
the Russian and British sides of 


the Brandenburg Gate. 


All the shooting by the Soviet- 
controlled German police occurred 
just’ inside the Russian sector.

If Elmo Roper’ is right. however, tt déesn't 
make much difference. Mr. Roper, whose spe- 
cialty is taking polls of public opinion, says he 
is convinced Gov, Dewey is the winnér. Dewey, 
according to the Roper poll. is leading Truman 
by the margin of 44 per cent to 31 per cent. “an 
almost morbid resemblance to the Roosevelt- 
Landon figures as of about this time in 1934.” 

Can the campaign change this picture? Mr. 
Roper thinks not. He savs his “whole inclina- 
tion is to predict the election of Thomas E. 
Dewey by a heavy margin and devote my time 
and efforts to other things.” The presidential 
campaign. he declares, “has become a stunt. 
Like tearing a telephone directory in two, it im- 
presses without instructing.” 

Often, however, campaign speeches confuse 
the voter rather than impress him. Pointing out 
that both Democrats and Republicans share the 
dbiame for the current inflation, a New York 
Times editorial savs: 

Both parties have vied for leadership in 
supporting measures to keep farm prices 
artificially high. And both parties, while 
calling for increased production as a pre- 
ventive of inflation, have been unwilling to 
face the fact that this can be achieved only 
if increased production is unaccompanied 
by a corresponding rise in costs. 


The Republicans have been as quick to 
avoid the implications of that fact as the 
Democrats, turning a deaf ear to such real- 
istic suggestions as an increase in the basic 
work week. 


Both parties are “against inflation.” 
Neither party has been willing thus far to 
talk in terms of the lower farm income. the 
smaller take-home wages and the reduced 
business profits which are the only effective 
answer to inflation. 

Ideally, a presidential campaign should proe- 
vide light rather than heat: it should instruct 
the voter rather than to attempt to deceive him. 
Since the opposite is the case. it is up to Mr. 
John Q. to discount from 10 to 90 per cent of 
what he hears from the rostrum. 

Perhaps what the country needs is a National 
Debunking Agency which would analyze each 
political speech for buncombe content.

On Time and Despite Weather 


The Air Force's “all-weather airline” makes 
its fina) trip today on the Wilmington. Ohie- 
Washington. D.C... run. According te: the Air 
Foree, it has flown 45.350.000 safe miles in the 
past two vears on a schedule that was accurate 
to the half-minute despite any and all weather. 
A total of 15.960 passengers was carried. Many 
flights were made well below CAA visibility and 
ceiling standards as a resuit of radar landings. 

The weather along this 360-mile route in- 
cludes many a thunderstorm and many a day 
when icing conditions are bad. There must have 
been many times when the 100 per cent safety 
record of the experimental line rested heavily 
on the shoulders of the plane's crew. A salute 
should go to these Air Force flyers who have so 
well carried out an unspectacular but most im- 
portant assignment. 

They have shown that some day soon the civil- 
ian air lines should be able to make regular 
flights over prescribed courses without cancella- 
tions for weather and without deviating from 
schedule. 
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Weaknesses of the French Setup 

Whatever else may be said of them, the De 
Gaullists are justified in demanding, as a price 
for their participation in a French Cabinet, the 
strengthening of the executive branch of the 
government. 

At present, France has a government with the 
weaknesses of both the American and the Brit- 
ish systems and too few of the virtues of either. 
It is, as the New York Times has pointed out, a 
“government by the legislature.” and that is in- 
evitably a weak and faltering administration. 

In this country for the past two years we have 
seen the disadvantages of a government in 
which the legislative branch dominates over a 
weak executive, and in which the executive lacks 
effective control over even his own party. 

In France, the evils of this situation are com- 
pounded many times because, instead of two 
parties whose fundamental philosophy of gov- 
ernment is not radically different, the French 
Assembly is composed of many small parties 
ranging from the extreme right to Socialist and 
Communist. 

Whereas in Britain the downfall of a Cabinet 
usually is the signal for a general election, the 
French Constitution provides for a five-year As- 
sembly which lingers on even when it will rati- 
fy only a makeshift Cabinet which represents 
neither of the two major parties polling, be- 
tween them, 69 per cent of the popular vote.

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What the Slom Bonds Will Do 

Opponents of the $16,000,000 slum bond issue 
are sivly playing on the worry of slum-dwellers 
about where they will move and the fear af con- 
servative taxpayers that they wont get their 
money back. Both groups had able answers yes- 
terdey, the one from Mayor Kaufmann, the 
other from Chamber of Commerce President 
George C. Smith. 

“Subversive and misinforméd elements.” the 
Mayor said, are whispering that people will be 
turned out in the streets “In spite of our re- 
peated assurances.” He repeated some of them 
again. All plans will be subject to the Board of 
Aldermen. By building in stages, only 200 resi- 
dents will be involved in the first step. The 
city will not aggravate the housing shortage by 
destroying more houses than the new houses 
which it gets built. He might have added that 
any such ruthless course would be politica) sul- 
cide for anv city administration that tried it. 

The task is not easy, but other cities—notably 
Chicago, whosé progress has been reported in 
the Post-Dispatch—are surmounting the same_ 
task. AS Mr. Kaufmann said, “If we allow our- 
selves to be dismayed and immobdilizéd by the 
problems of the moment, St. Louis will surely 
fall by the wavside.” 

George Smith presented another batch of his 
shocking statistics. Downtown property values * 
and taxpaying ability are suffering from nearby 
stums in which more than three-fourths of the 
people have no bathtubs and two-thirds use out- 
side toilets. These neighborhoods, and others 
in a like state of decay, contain only a third of 
the city’s population but account for half of its 
infant and maternal deaths and relief cases, two- 
thirds of the tuberculosis and syphilitic deaths 
and three-fourths of the juvenile delinquency. 

Someone may object: “All this is deplorable 
but we can't afford to spend the money to clear 
it up.” 

Mr. Smith met that objection head-on. The 
slums, he pointed out, consume 45 per cent of 
the city’s budget but pay in only 6 per cent of 
its revenues. The difference is paid bv taxpay- 
ers in the better parts of town. This bill must 
be paid, but it is both figuratively and literally 
throwing money down ratholes. 

Taxpayers can either go on wasting money in 
this hopeless way or they can eliminate the 
cause of the waste. Are shum clearance and new 
housing the answer? Experience in other cities 
shows that they are the fundamental, indispens- 
able step. Our limited St. Louis venture in 
public housing puts more money in the city 
treasury than it takes out, quite apart from the 
obvious social gain it has brought. , 

To spend a few million dollars of public 
money to get rid of the slums is not do-gooding 
or social worker stuff. It is a cold-blooded com- 
munity investment that will pay off many times 
ever, to the benefit of low-income citizens and 
tax-werried merchants and householders alike. 
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Red Provocations in Berlin 

Russian provocations in Berlin are being of- 
fered too often and too openly not to be a mat- 
ter of calculated strategy ordered from the 
Kremlin. They justify the suspicion that Russia 
is trying to make the utmost use of the pro- 
longed crisis in the French Government and of 
America’s preoccupation with a national election 
fo gain complete control of Berlin. 

At least they mean to draw the Iron Curtain 
as tightly across Berlin as it is drawn across the 
rest of Germany. Some time ago, Ernst Reuter, 
the duly elected Mavor of Berlin, was kept from 
taking his seat by Russian opposition. Now 
Communist mobs under the protection of Rus- 
sian police have stormed the City Hall until the 
Municipal Assembly is forced to seek refuge in 
the British sector.

When President Truman resumes his re- 
election campaign on Sept. 18, he and his 
advisers will have studied the effect of his 
Labor day talks in Michigan. In those he 
warned that a Republican victory would 
mean an economic “bust” following a 
short-lived boom-—-laws to “destroy the 
powers, prestige and earning power of 
labor”’—perhaps “the difference between 
having a job two years from now or not.” 
This approach was denounced the follow- 
ing evening by Harold E, Stassen as an 
appeal to fear. 

Political history shows that appeals to 
fear have not beeqg uncommon in American 
presidential campaigns. Frequently they 
have been made in desperation by candi- 
dates and parties with the odds against 
them. 

In 1982, President Hoover warned that 
“grass would grow in the streets” if the 
Democrats with their unsound economic 
policies came to pow- 
er, but the voters 
(with a little prod- 
ding from the astute 
Democratic publicity 
office) hooted. What 
they wanted to hear 
was. what the new 
President told them

Folded, the cloth or plastic lung 
could be carried in a suitcase, It 
would weigh only a few pounds, 
and could be mass-produced to be 
available quickly anywhere. The 
artificial lungs made of iron are 
big, weigh 500 to 600 pounds, and 
cost from $1000 to $1600.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
~-Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
trator Paul G. Hoffman said to- 
day he would cut off Marshall 
plan aid to any European govern- 
ment which went “Fascist.” 


_ Pointing out that the Foreign 
Assistance Act clearly requires a 
termination of recovery help to 
any country going Communist, he 
told a new conference in reply to 
= question: “If a Fascist counter- 
part of a Communist government 
took office anywhere, I would 
take exactly the same position.” 

He did not name any specific 
government, but reporters imme- 
diately asked Hoffman about 
France, where Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, denounced by Communists 
as a Fascist, has called for a new 
general election. Hoffman assert- 
ed, “I don’t think there is the 
remotest possibility of a Fascist 
counterpart in France.” 

Question About De Gaulle. 

Asked whether he considers De 
Gaulle a Fascist, he replied, “Most 
certainly not.” He added that so 
far as France is concerned the 
question of either a swing to Com- 
munism or Fascism appears "aca- 
demic.” 

Hoffman, who recently returned | 
home from a trip to Europe, ex-| 
Pressed optimism over the politi-| 
cal and economic outlook for the 
French nation. 

He expressed confidence that a | 


disagreement over bizonal Ger- | 


many’s share of Marshal! plan | 
funds would be speedily settled. 

Gen, Lucius D. Clay, United 
States commander in Germany, is 
reported to have asked about 
$465,000,000 for the bizone. He has 
argued that German recovery is 
essential to any western European 
recovery. Clay’s request is $100,- 
000,000 more than the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co- 
operation, the European counter- 
part of ECA, has assigned the bi- 
zone out of about five billion dol- | 
lars available for all Europe for 
the year ending next June 30. 

Allotment Delayed. 

Hoffman said a difference of 
opinion was “quite to be ex- 
pected.” But it may, he added, de- 
lay the allotment of funds for the 
16 participating nations until Oct. 
1. One target date, Sept. 1, has 
been passed and another, Sept. 15, 
is nearing. 

Another reason the disagree- 
ment has aroused concern in Eu- 
rope is that the United States 
seemingly has taken two roles in 
the dispute: It insisted that OEEC, 
of which the United States is not 
a member, divide up the money; | 
but through Gen. Clay it appar- 
ently sought to upset the OEEC’s 
decision. 

Hoffman did not,state whether 
he or ECA Ambassador-at-large | 
W. Averell Harriman concurred in | 
Clay’s views. Harriman, he said, 
is acting as a mediator and he 
(Hoffman) has had no informa- 
tion about the recent negotiations. 

Comment on r Phases. 

Hoffman also told the confer- 
ence: 

1. A board of leading industrial- 
ists, headed by George M. Hum- 
phrey of Cleveland, has been set 
up to advise him on the dismantle- 
ment of German industrial plants. 

2. The OEEC is working out a 
currency-pooling arrangement to 
speed intra-European trade. 

3. Argentina will share in the 
supplying of United States fi- 
nanced goods for Buropean recov- 


ery. 

4. ECA’s loan program — $500,- 
000,000 in the first six months of 
operation—will be complete on 
schedule by Oct. 1.

Based on 
fact, it tells how a herd of 1000 head of 
fine cattle were driven 2000 miles overland 
in 1942, when it was feared that the Japs 
might invade northern Australia. The  tcry 
has ohe cowpuncher determined to save th 
cattle, although the coutitry he must cross is 
. among the roughest in. the world and the 
‘summer drouth has set in. He gathers together a small band 
of followers, a man, his wife, and two daughters, a sailor who 
has lost his nerve from bombings, a fat barfly and two 
aborigines. 3 
All manner of dangers and setbacks confront the group. 
Outstanding stenes occur when the nervous cattle ford a 
crocodile-infested stream; when a thundering night stampece 
occurs; when a dry water bowl] forces the men to drive the 
cattle up over a mountain pass and a fallen tree across the 
trai] almost sends the cattle and men alike over the precipice: 
and when the three men, on foot, manage to stand off and 
eventually drive back the water-crazed cattle from a bog.

ONEY! That's what Mrs. L. wants her children to under- 
_ stand. 

“My own childhood was miserable bocauine neither of 
my parents understood the value of a dollar,” she relates. “We 
were always in debt. My father went through bankruptcy three 
times—officially, that is. Unofficially, he went through it on 
the first of every month. I want my children to avoid such 
difficulties. What should children learn about money?” 

They should certainly learn more than most of us ever 
Jearned, Mrs. L. But your idea is excellent. If you want to do 
a thorough job, you'll have to consider seven functions: 


ee ee 

EARNING. Don’t pay them to do household chores that 
are part of their normal responsibility as members of the fam- 
ily, but let them get outside or special jobs when possible. 

Spending. Start them with smal! allowances and increase 
gradually; but let them also do as much of the household buying 
as possible. 

Saving. Encourage this from the outset but don’t force it. 
Compulsory saving isn't what you want—that is merely confis- 
eation by a higher authority. If you give a child a dollar a 
week and oblige him to put half of it in the bank, he is not 
actually saving a cent—although you are. 

Investing. A child can Jearn very early that it is possible to 
gain future advantages by present investments. This is not 
merely a question of putting out money at 3 per cent. He 
should learn that he may invest in something that will bring in 
seturns indirectly. A bicycle is a good investment of a boy's 
capital if it enables him to get a profitable paper route.

Some kings, queens, jacks and 
tens and all the fours, threes, twos 
and aces have been discarded. 


Your opponent has picked the 
ten of spades for what must be 
a queen-jack-ten spade run. He 
almest surely holds three or four 
fives and the rest of his hand 
will obviously be made up from 
the missing nines, eights, sevens 
and sixes, As long as you hang 
on to your pairs of sevens and 
eights there is no third matched 
set open to him. Hence, if you 
throw him the king of spades the 
very best that card can do for 
him will be to give him eight 
matched cards. His two odd cards 
must total more than ten and 
therefore he will be unable to 
knock. 

There is a good chance that he 
will pass the king up and draw 
from the stock. If he does take 
it the chances are fifty to one that 
he will throw you the fourth nine 
or six or the third seven or eight. 

At this point your play is not 
guaranteed. You can take his dis- 
card and knock and will almost 
surely win the hand, since the 
odds are that whatever card he 
throws, he will still be holding a 
pair of either eights or sevens. If 
you do not care to risk the un- 
dercut you may simply refuse his 
discard and draw from the stock, 


since that play will insure you | 


a draw hand. 

Don’t take his discard and play 
on for gin. You will have to give 
him a seven or eight and that dis- 
card will be very likely to gin him,
